STERN REBUKE BY ROOT 


Sent Special Messenger to Washington 


with His Answer. 
Governor Did Not 


Care to Live in Washington. Sat- 


isfaction In Boston 


Washington, 
Dec. 23. — Governor 


Crane of Massachusetts has declined 
the treasury portfolio tendered to him 
by President Roosevelt on Friday. 


It was officially announced at the 


White Houes this noon that he had 
decl'ned for business and domestic 
reasons. 


Boston. Dec. 23.—The announcement 


from 
Washington 
that 
Governor 


Crane had declined the offer of the 
treasury portfolio was received with 
general satisfaction in the state house. 


Governor Crsune arrived at the state 


house this afternoon from his home in 
Dalton, He ddd not care to discuss the 
matter at length, but said 


"I felt obliged to decline theoffer on 


account of illness in my family. a"nd 
my inability to arrange my business 
afC-ahis at such short notice.'" 


This ts all he would say. The illness 


he refers to is that of his mother who 
is an invalid. 


Opinion as to whether he would ac- 


cept or not had been much divided 
here, but shrewd guessers had figured 
it out that he would in all probability 
decline. 


The governor Is not fond of political 


life, and is said to have been planning 
for some time to retire into private 
life as soon as his term as governor 
expires. 


When a young man Governor Crane 


spent six months in aWshington ob- 
taining a knowledge of the treasury 
department that was of value to the 
firm of Crane & Co., who were making 
the government 
bank note paper in 


those days, the governors father hav- 
ing the contract. Governor 
_ Crane did 


not like Washington life and although 
he visits the capital several times 


J yearly, he remains there but a short 


time and goes out but very little. He 
dislikes the gay social life at Wash- 
ington, and it was no the wish of any 
member of his family that he should 
accept the secretaryship. 


The governor's mother, Mrs. Z. Mar- 


shal Crane, is in ill-health, and the 
governor is pleased to spend as much 
time as he possibly can with her in 
Dalton. 


Some of the governor's friends say 


he does not feel that he woul dbe able 
to stand the physical t strain that the 
acceptance of the cabinet office would 
have brought to him. His method of 
administration as governor has meant 
long hours in the state house. [ The 
governor is most always in has office 
at 9 o'clock, and rarely ever leaves he 
state house until 6 o'clock, his lunch 
being brought In and served in his 
chambers. This close attention to bus- 
iness has been wearing on the govern- 
or, and the same attention to the 
higher duties of th« treasury in the 
cabinet raigac seriously impair his 
health. 


The governor also disliked to resign 


from (the position of governor so soon 
after the people of the staite had1 so 
magnificently endorsed his adminis- 
tration, and it is known that he was 
strongly urged by leading men in the 
party not to leave for Washington.

Is contained in Secretary Long's in- 
dorsement on all tile papers in ilie 
Schley controversy, ju wliicb he ap- 
proves thefiijfciags pf hejnajority of the 
court of jcquiry, disapproves Admiral 
Dewey's individual memerandu n, and 
indorses the recommendation of the

Dinneen and City Almoner Ingraham, 
have in their annual 
reports recom- 


mended the whipping post as the best 
means of dealing with a certain class 
of offenders, particularly 
men 
who 


abuse their wives and children, and 
who appear to be little punished by 
fines and terms in jail. The almoner 
and the chief are brought into fre- 
quent contact with such men, and 
they are convinced that the ordinary 
penalties exert little or no reforming 
influence. They are therefore in favor 
of substituting a punishment which 
would be recognized as such by the 
culprits, and people who have given 
any attention to such matters will 
agree that there ought to be a change 
of some kind. It is hardly to be ex- 
pected that the public in this age wi'-l 
seriously entertain the proposition to 
restore the whipping post, and yet it 
cannot be denied that in cases of wife 
and child beating, starvation and gen- 
eral neglect, the penalties should be 
such as would have a strong deterrent 
effect. There are too many men who 
do not object to a winter in jail to 
make a sentence of that kind as ef- 
fective <is it should be, and if the law- 
makers couM devise some means by 
which 
such 
characters 
could be 


brought to a realization of the truth 
that "the way of the transgressor is 
hard, 
they would perform a much 


greater public service than they did 
when they inflicted the people of the 
state with the meat inspection law.—

Fourth. The Chinee plenipotenti- 


aries opposed giving Itussi'i a mo- 
nopoly of future mining concessions in 
Manchuria.

Indictments charging bribery at otter 
times were found against Lynch. He 
fled to Canada, but was induced to re- 
turn Oct. 1, inoi.l He declared that Sul- 
livan had induced Ijiiu to bribe jurors. 
He told his story to the grand jury and 
indictments were voted against Alex- 
ander Sullivan, Frederick St. John, Ed- 
ward Malier and Frank P. Murray. 


Separate trials were granted on mo- 


tion of Maher, and Sullivan was the 
first selected to make answer in (ourt 
to the allegations in the indictments. 
He was arraigned before Judge Smith.

Philippine commission will efuse this 
request, as they did a 'imilar r.pplic.i- 
tion made by General ChaSfee c :• corn- 
ing the province of layabas, Luzon, 
where the rebels have recerjly been 
particularly active. 


General Chaffee, speak:n,? with the 


correspondent here of The Associated 
Press on the situation in the islands, 
laid he considered conditions in the Pfiil- 
ippines to be hopeful and that by the 
end of Febmrary all the 
turbulent 


provinces will have been, pacified. Gen- 
eral Chaffee excepts the Island 'of 
Sarnar, however, which will probably 
require some months longer. There tbe 
situation demands a policy of rigid star- 
vation and the giving of food only to 
those who surrender or who stay in the 
towns". 


The closing of the ports in Laguna 


and Batangas provinces, in Luzon, has 
a most salutary effect, as the measure 
has resulted in touching the pockets of 
the Manila Filipinos who have been aid- 
ing the insurgents. The former are 
now anxious for peace &nd are working 
to that end. In order to hasten Matters 
these Filipinos will co-operate with the 
forces under General Bell in Batangas 
and Laguna.

They ore charged 
with aiding the Insuivection.

were found to have hidden behind the 
altar of their church, appliances for 
counterfeiting money.

Every effort to decrease the espouses 


of the American army in ihe Philip- 
pine islands is having littlp effect, ow- 
ing to the increase of army stations, 
due partly to tbe actirity of the in- 
surgents on the island of Samar, in 
Batangas and Tayabas provinces and 
In other places, and also to the estab- 
lishment of municipal Rovernmerits in 
many towns, which has 
necessitated 


the sending of troops there to preserve 
order. 


Death of Noted Jurist 


New York, Dec. 23.—Justice David 


McAdam of the sup.-emo court died 
yesterday at a private sanitarium in this 
city. The judge had been a sufferer 
from cancer of the tongue and la&c Mon- 
day the cancerous growth was suc- 
cessfully removed. The patient was 
thought to be in a fair way toward le- 
covery, but suffered a relapse from 
which he failed to recover. Jutice Mc- 
Adam was the author of many legal 
works which are considered author- 
ities. 


Solution of Problems Assured 


New Orleans, Dec. 23.—Archbishop 


Chapelle has returned home from his 
Philippine mission. "I am convinced," 
said the archbishop, "that under the 
guidance of President Roosevelt, who is 
a man believing that the decalogue 
holds good in politics as well as in 
priests' life, a solution shall be found 
to these problems.
